Piety has been only a diplomatic con- 
trivance by which to deal with the 
superior and dreaded powers of hea- 
And as a general statement, it is 
safe to say that, not only has this 
been, but still is, the prevailing con- 
ception in most of the nations of the 
world. A also, it governs 
the masses of Christendom. Par. 
ticularly is this true of the hierarchi- 
cal and ritualistic system ; and yet 
it is by no means confined to them. 
Church forms and sanctions, once sup- 
to be essential to character, at 
dJast come to usurp the place of char- 
acter ; and men are good Christians 
who are anything but good men. To 
this fact have been due many of the 
revolts of men against nominal Chris- 
tiunity. And these revolts have been 
justifiable ; for unbelief is better than 
the belief of what is false. Voltaire’s 
infidelity is better than the Christian- 
ity of Charles IX, of the Bartholo- 
‘mew. As Lord Bacon teaches, athe- 
ism is better than superstition. 
This separation of religion and man- 
hood colors the thinking and shapes 
the acting of the majority of the men 
and women ef to-day. When they 
think of religion as the one thing 
needful,” it is not that it is needful to 
the true life here or hereafter; but 
needful to curry favor with an 
offended deity, or as a passport to a 
future heaven.

Mr. Michael Davitt, writing in the Labowr World says the crisis into which Mr. Par- 
nell has precipitated the Home Rule movement is the gravest which has confronted it 
for the past ten years, and that he is urged by the highest consideration that could appeal 
to a leader to efface himself for a brief period from public life. The Weekly Union and 
Catholic Times, of New York, remarks :—‘‘ The enemies of Ireland have failed in many 
efforts to destroy Mr. Parnell, but it looks as if their last device has not failed.” A press 
representative has had an interview with two of Mr. Parnell’s colleagues who are in 
daily converse with him and are supposed to know his views. They represent Mr. Pars 
nell as determined to retain the leadership if the Irish party at home and abroad support 
him. 

The New York Stock Exchange presented on Nov. 17th (the Times New York corres- 
pondent says) 4 scene of the greatest excitement and demoralization, and speculative 
stocks rattled down in a way exceeding anything known for years past. At the opening 
alarming reports of a London panic created a Wall Street panie, and stocks were reck- 
lessly thrown overboard through inability to get loans upon them. Most of the banks 
were unable or unwilling to furnish relief, and money advanced to ¢ commission, besides 
interest. About noon when the excitement was at the highest and the Stock Exchange was 
a a howling Bedlam, Mr. James Struthers, an operator in Illinois Central, burst a blood- 
vessel in the brain, and died on the floor of the exchange. This checked the excitement, 
and the exchange adjourned for half-an-hour, and a breathing spell followed. Support 
was called for during the afternoon, and there was a partial recovery, shorts” covering. 
Then another final downward movement was made, and the close was weak and feverish. 


Nov. 18.— General Miles, who commands the department where the Sioux

THE Voice of inspiration will always command the undivided attention 
of the Latter-day Saints, and the vicegerent of God on earth stands alone 

as the sole expounder of His will in spiritual matters to high and low, 
rich and poor. When God speaks through His constituted authorities, 
all alike must bow to the mandates of Him who presides over the destinies 
of the universe. Great indeed is the form of godliness possessing the 
power thereof ! 

Nov it is the blessed privilege of the Latter-day Saints to sustain the 
action of President Wilford Woodruff in his exalted position as revelator 
to the Church, just as they have often covenanted to do in our Conference 
assemblies. God has placed President Woodruff in the position he occu- 
pies. He has also made the Church just what itis; no man taketh this 
honor unto himself. Now the word of God is given unto His Saints 
through President Woodruft in the form of a “manifesto,” a document 
which has provoked much criticism, enquiry, amazement, and even scorn — 
among people in the world. It has also been the cause of much com- 
ment among the Latter-day Saints in this Mission, although at the pre- 
sent time a spirit of satisfaction seems to have supplanted that of anxious 

enquiry with the Elders and members of the Church. ; 

Through association with the First Presidency of late, and 8 a 
knowledge of their feelings in relation to the falsehoods published abroad 
by our enemies, we were somewhat prepared for an early manifestation of 
the mind and will of the Lord directing the proper action of His people 
in this trying period of their history. We accept the “Official Declara- 
tion” as the direct interposition of the wisdom of Almighty God, ex- 
pressly given to subvert the cunning of the devil, in this instance, as it 
has been done many times before in the history of the Church.

Who dares to say that the purposes of God shall not be fulfilled? Not 
one person who is inspired by His Spirit in the remotest degree. Know- 
ing the past, we are strong in the present, and through the eyes of the 
Spirit we gaze calmly into the future, with a settled determination to 
listen to the voice of the organized authority of God upon the earth. 


If President Harrison inherited some of the manhood ascribed to his 
_ grandfather, “old Tippecanoe,” he would issue a proclamation of amnesty 
to the people of Utah, who find themselves at the head of large families 
whom they will not repudiate, and leave the present marital relations of 
the Latter-day Saints undisturbed, so long as they have conceded the 
point that no more plural marriages shall take place, contrary to the laws 
of the land.

VARIOUS TOPICS. 

Tue late Bishop Hunter used to say—“ Pay your tithing and be blessed.” 
The instruction was pointed and full of meaning. The Lord does not 
give a command unto man that, when obeyed in the spirit of it, fails to 
be of benefit to that individual. This is true regarding tithing, and it is 
applicable to all members of the Church, rich or poor, in Zion or abroad 
in the various nations. The man who pays his tithing honestly, regularly 
and freely to the Church to be used as the servants of God direct, will 
most assuredly receive the blessings which are predicated upon the ob- 
servance of that law. That there are blessings predicated upon that law 
is evidenced in the prosperity of those who observe to keep it strictly. 
We could relate many incidents showing that men have been literally 
blessed who have paid their tithing promptly and willingly. 

The grand thing in this principle, as in all other divine ones, is to recog- 
niz the will of God in it. The moment we know that God desires a work 
of us, we must of necessity know that He is capable and willing to reward 
us for doing that work. That we owe all we are and all that we have to 
‘His will, must be acknowledged by those who acknowledge Him as the 
‘Supreme Ruler. To claim to acknowledge Him and fear to make what 
appear to be sacrifices of worldly means, is inconsistent if not hypo- 
critical. There is a philosophy in the law of tithing, for direct and in- 
direct blessings grow out of its observance. It is far-reaching in its 
effects, and highly beneficial in its resuits to the individual singularly 
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e ono ele body. No one at heart interested in the 
establishment of the Gospel of Peace can, when seriously reflecting, fail 
to appreciate the worth of the practical observance of that law. A man 
may bea member of the Church and fail to observe it as he should, but 
he certainly cannot be called a live member. Such a one should com- 
mence.a careful examination of his position and his duties, seeking earn- 
estly for the light of the Spirit of truth to aid him in taking a course con- 
sistent with his professions. 


THERE seems to be fear in the United States of serious trouble with the 
Indians. There are doubtless grounds for the fear, for the U. S. Govern- 
ment have treated the Indians in a shameful manner. They have been 
deprived of lands and robbed in various other ways, and their contracts 
have been broken with seemingly but little regard for justice. The 
Indians are an uncultivated race, but they know when they are treated 
wrongfully. They have endured much, and occasionally a savage tribe 
has taken vengeance upon their foes. The movement now appears to be 
of an extended character, and should it take definite shape there would, 
no doubt, be a great loss of life and property. The Book of Mormon, the 
sacred history of the forefathers of the American Indians, foretells a time 
when the fulness of the Gospel should be restored, and the consequences 
of its rejection by the Gentiles. It also foretells the treatment that 
the descendants of the people of that land should receive, and how that 
they would dwindle into unbelief, and that they should sorely distress 
their enemies. Whether the time for the fulfillment of the latter proph- 
ecy is at hand remains to be seen. The present outlook is serious, and 
various conditions are in harmony with those predicted. The believer in 
‘divine revelation knows that inspired prophecy will come to pass, and 
that the remnants on the American Continent will fulfill their * in 
the work of the last days. 


E1sEwHERE i in this issue of the Star there appears an arraignment of the 
religion of the day. Its clearness is as surprising as the condition des- 
cribed is real. The root of the evil is the want of faith in that religion 
which concerns itself in the development of the spiritual and temporal 
man. The religion of Christ does not admit of such criticism. It is re- 
quired of the member of the body of Christ that he do the will of the 
‘Father. He cannot hope for the blessings of the Gospel by simply com- 
plying with the outward ordinances.

They are shocked at the pretense of faith, 
and horrified at hypocrisy, and reason that systems that are so fruitful of 
these things must be lacking the essentials of what should constitute a 
true and beneficial religion. There is no fault to be found with the 
virtues that are inculcated by the religions of the day.

PRINCE KRAPOTKIN ON SIBERIA.

Prince Krapotkin, in a lecture re- 
cently delivered by him, said that 
in Washes Siberia, with an area 
thirty-six times larger than the 
United Kingdom, there was a popu- 


lation of a million and a half, and

Government's plan of colonization. 
They had, he said, an immense river 
2,000 miles long to colonize, and they 
made up their minds that there 
must be villages every fifty miles on 
the river. A functionary came along 
in a boat, took out his watch after a 
certain time, said he . they 
had oome fifty miles, and then put 
up a pole to indicate the situation 
of a village, no matter whether the 
ground was marshy and unfit for 
settlement or not, and without re- 

rd to the fact that a little dis- 
tance off there might be a most 
suitable place in which a village 
community could thrive. Hence 
the village communities were con- 
tinually changing place. From 
Moscow to Eastern Siberia, 4,700 
miles had to be traversed by exiles 
on foot until ago, 

ourney occupying two years, but 
owe the Government had decided 
that the place of exile was not 
sufficiently remote, so that they had 
now to go 3,000 to 4,000 miles further 
to the north-east, where in some parts 
the cold was fifty-three degrees below 
the Fahrenheit scale. In 1862 the 
Russian Government were discussing 
the best cart for the transport of 
exiles to Siberia. They invented the 
most foolish carts possible, and they 
were discussing the best mode of 
locomotion still. Of the 20,000 pris- 
oners yearly transported to Siberia, 
on the average the vast majority were 
neither murderers nor criminals of 
ef kind. Fully half would be politi- 

Offenders, transported without 
having seen any sort of judge or magis- 
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trate. A man was transported merely. 
because the police officer or chief of 
the district thought it would be better 
to free the village of his presence, 
People imagined that Siberia was popu- 
lated by exiles. That was not 80. 
Out of half-a-million exiles trans- 
ported in twenty years only 200,000 
remained on the list, and of this num- 
ber 130,000 had disappeared—van- 
ished. Out of the half million 70,000 
perhaps remained at the places where 
they were 3 taken. Where 
were the remainder? No one knew. 
They had perished in the gold mines in 
the far north, or by the way in the long 
journeys they were compelled to go. 
here was, too, a continuous current 
of runaways, numbering probably from 
20,000 to 30,000 men, who were con- 
stantly going slowly west and trying 
to reach Russia, their native country. 
They could be-seen in the forests liv- 
ing on mushrooms, and the ts, 
who knew what it was to be trans- 
ported, would pr give them bread, 
and sometimes milk. There was no 
such criminality in Siberia as they 
might. expect. He, himself, in the 
course of five years traveled 50,000 
miles in that vast country, was never 
attacked, and merely carried with him 
a knife to cut his food. Transportation 
to Siberia was an absolutely useless 
cruelty, and he thought it would be 
very much better for the Government 
to put an absolute end to it. Eu- 
ropeans had done nothing to civilize 
the natives of Siberia except by in- 
troducing among them whiskey and 
gunpowder. Of the honesty and 
brotherly kindness of the natives the 
lecturer spoke, in conclusion, in the 
highest terms.

UTAH NEWS. 
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(Summarized from Territorial Papers.)

Rumor says that the Union Pacific officials are discussing the subject of 
shortening the route from Laramie to Salt Lake, which will be known as the 
Laramie cut off, with a saving of fifty miles; the second cut off is from 
Evanston to Salt Lake City via Emigration canyon, and will save as much 
more. 
Sunday, Oct. 19th, was the eighty-third anniversary of the birth of Brother 
Lorenzo D. Young, affectionately known throughout the Church as Uncle 
Lorenzo.” He is the youngest and only surviving brother of President Brig- 
ham Young, and was one of 147 pioneers who camped on the site of this city, 
J uly 24, 1847. Without pre-arrangement, or the preparation of any pro- 
gramme, a large number of his kindred and friends gathered at his home in 
Salt Lake, to pay to him their respects. | fou oi cay 
The most important contract of the year, in an industrial sense, was closed 
on Nov. 3rd. E. H. Dyer and E. F. Dyer were in Salt Lake City for a 
month negotiating with the sugar company for the construction of the plant, 
which is to cost $400,000 and to be the largest in this country, with a daily 
capacity for working 350 tons. This will be the fourth factory of the kind in 
this country. The plant at Alvarado, Cal., has a capacity of 200 tons a day; 
the one at Watsonville, 300 tons; and the one at Grand Island, Neb., 300 
tons daily. This leaves the Utah plant 50 tons daily capacity in advance of 
any other sugar beet works in the country. The machinery for refining beets 
is very expensive, and the Utah plant will be equipped with the latest and 
best machinery that can be made. The Dyers will visit New York city to 
place the orders and superintend the construction of the machinery. The 


main building will be 168180 feet, three stories high and built of brick. There 
will be other buildings, including a boiler house and a bone-black kiln. E. H. 
Dyer is the pioneer sugar-beet man of this country, and started the first factory 
that was worked on a successful ore basis at Alvarado, Cal., about eighteen 
years ago. The factory is to be located in the northern part of Utah County, 
though the exact site has not yet been decided upon. | | 
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
